The (Iraif is a simple atirt inexpen¬ 
sive (ievire for inainlttining certain 
types of roads which wlien wet tiecome 
rutted under tniflie and whicli hecmiie 
firm on ilrying out. It is tilso well 
adapted for producing a smooth and 
uniform surface on newly constructed 
roads in which the niateriiil n.^cd for 
surfacing is earth, earltiy gravel or 
liDine similar material. It is essential¬ 
ly a maintenance implement and its 
use in construction is distinctly sec- 
mdary. Uonds which are very rocky 
or very sandy cannot be materially im¬ 
proved Ity it.s use. 

Troperly used at the right time the 
road drag performs four distinct of¬ 
fices. First. Ity moving at an angle lo 
tlie traveled way it tends to produce or 
preserve a crowned cross sivtion. Sec¬ 
ond, If used when the material of the 
surface Is not compact .and liarcl, it 
tends to reduce ruts and otner irregu¬ 
larities in the road l>y moving material 
from points which are relatively high 
to those which are relatively low. 
Third, when used after a rain it ac¬ 
celerates the drying out of the road 
by spreading out puddles of water and 
thus Increasing the surfaces exposed 
to evaporation. Fourth, if the surface 
material is in a slightly plastic state, 
dragging smears over and partially 
seals the so-called pores winch nat¬ 
urally occur in earthy material, and 
thus makes the road surface more or 
less impervious to water. The advan¬ 
tage of this smearing action of the 
drag will he more readily understood 
If a sample of ordinary earth Is ex¬ 
amined under a magnifying glass. Such 
an examination will show that the 
earth closely resembles a sponge or 
honeycomb in structure, and the de¬ 
sirability of closing the open pores 
will be readily apparent. 

If used improperly or at the wrong 
time, the drag may do actual injury to 
a road. Dragging a very dry road, for 
example, serves to Increase the quan¬ 
tity of dust and may do additional
